Fiery But fun, 
Debate Covers 
Colonial Policy

Spectators were treated to a fiery but eloquent debate 
last night as U.K. and McGill speakers touched on riot.s, 
assasina(ion.s, stampedes, pushing, arrests, and occasional 
jibes of good humour. ' 

Topic under discussions was "Resolved that Hrilain la 
pushing her cohmics to Independence too fast." The debate 
took place In Redpath Hall. 



The first speaker inltuduccd 
by chatman Marvin Uameroff was 
James Gordon of the affirmative, 
the U.K. Team. Gordon enunciat- 
ed Britain'sjcolonial .policy of es- 
tablishing social,' economic, - edu- 
cational and political stability 'in 
the. country dependent upon : it 
before this country is granted 
its choice between independence 
and. Commonwealth status. 

EXTERNAL AND INTERNAL 
PRESSURES 

He went on to say that In the 
past ten years, however, various 
external and int>;rnal pressures 
have pushed Britain into grant- 
ing this independence before her 
policies have; been fully carried, 
out. The acute rise of nationalism 
after the war in the colonics and 
the sympathy of other major 
governments towards these na- 
tionalistic ideas were the reasons 
that have i "stampeded" Britain 
into granting Ireedom to unstable 
countrlesjr f ; . 

According to the first speaker 
for the negative side, .Michael 
Kinsman. Groat Britain is not 
only not pushing too quickly, hut 
is not pushing at all. In his 
opinion, Britain ir delaying the 
release of her dependent coun- 
tries so long that when she 
leaves, she has. left behind her 
a turmoil of instability brought 
about by the lack of education 
and political training. 



! Roger Tilbury resumed the af- 
firmative program by outlininu 
the way in wliich a colon v is 
prepared for its freedom" by 
Great .Britain. He traced this 
•'evolutidri" from the virtual dic- 
tatorship of the governor to tho 
time when the native cabinet 
holds the major powers. As the 
economy becomes balanced and 
the people prepared for self- 
rule, Britain is able to step out. 
He went on to say that this pro- 
cess is now being rushed, or left 
uncompleted, so that the indo- 
pendent countries < are unprepar- 
ed for their frecdphT. 

COLONIAL ItfDEPENDENCB 

Stuart Smith rebutted these 
statements by 'stating that Bri- 
tain in no way was preparing 
llie colonics for independence, 
that on the contrary nationalism 
is put down by force, tliat tho 
natives arc uneducated and un- 
able to vote. Even a dictatorship, 
which the- opposition suggested 
would . result ironi their voting, 
would be preferable, he fell, if • 
it were at least a dictatorship by 
one of their own. 

Because the two U.K. dcbatcr.i 
had been unanimouslv elected 
honorary members of McGill'j 
Debating Union, Uierc was no 
decision taken and the chairman 
declared the debate a friendly 
discussion.

Student's Union, some of its stipu- 
lations squarely contradict certain 
articles of the constitution which 
tlie students unanimously adopted 
last year.

. l<'or its throe major sports, fontball.. hockey, and ^ 
basketball the Athletics Department has budgeted 
j41.5R7 of wliii'h $20.87'l will bo spent on football alone. 
AUhAiigh this is quite a sizeable sum. one is really not 
justified in criticizing it before examining the value that 
•is received for such a sum. Herein lies the crux of our 
argument: McGill does not get its money's, ^Vprth from 
the amount it spends on these three intercollegiate 
sports, . ' ' . 

Undoubtedly. the function of a univor.«ity athletics 
program is not tn provide the general public or even the 
Ktudent hndv v;Uh snectator entertainment. Tliat field 
Bliould be left to professional athletes. If this is so then 
the success of such a universily program can be measured 
only by the diversity in its snorts program, and. above 
all.' bv' the number of ils OWN students who participate 
hi it."^ 

I'Vw cduc.'itors di-ipute the fact that athletics are a 
■vital factor in the devpIo|)nu'nt of a well-rounded 
personality. The universily b. the institution of higher 
education," and as such, one of its functions is to turn 
out a complete personality, as well as a comolete intellect. 
In oflier words the uni versiljv-to fulfill its task must 
encourage a universal participation, in athletics just as 
much as it. encourages Studies' and "vàrîôus^/campus 
■ nclivitie.«. Vrt. in the three, ma|or sports mentioned 
above, at \ho very mo.sl onlv 100 students participate 
r;i' ;i v "ar. For tlirse 100 .students the Univer.sity spends 
1,587. Would it not be miu-li more worth while to 
hik.-m\ all that money on developing and enlarging the 
inlramurni program and thereby encouraging greater 
liart'i"ipation ? ■ ' ^ 

For the intramural nvopram at McGill the athletic 
budget allots .SL'lG.'î. The average participation in 
intramural alhlelics at McGill i.s over 1000. and yet the 
unm allolled to such a program is ten times smaller than 
that which la earmarked for the 100 students playing 
football, hockey, and ba.sketball. 

Enlarged and more numerous facilities and the 
proper publicity, coiild^idoj;. wonders to increase the 
participation in intcamural'spbrts ; and then with a few 
thou.sand,Ktudcilts participating in a wide and varied 
program of athlética we will finally begin to get our 
money's worth. 



Speaker Regrets 
Faulty Reporting 

Sir: 

r have just noticcîl in your 
paper (of Oct. 1) a startlinsly 
in.icciirate — even Itie title wm 
wrontj— account of a talk I «ave 
to ttiG NkGill Newman Club 
on Monday, September 28. 

The addrcs.s ua.s on the gen- 
eral subject of the intellectual 
life and itJi idcalK, pointing out 
a few North American deficien- 
cies in. Ihis^inaUer,' deficiencies 
characterlstlc'or'S'ur entire cul- 
ture, and con.sequenlly shared 
by all croups, inchidin); Catho- 
lics. Since I was speaking to a 
Catholic group, my talk, quite 
understandably, was meant to 
stimulate self-criticism and arou- 
se some thinking on this matter 
of intellectual pursuits. The 
talk, therefore, was deliberately 
provocative and paradoxical. 
All in all, it was a very modest 
speech, qiiite' short, and— with 
a notable exception— understood 
by those present. I was also 
..speaking '.from rather carefully 
prepared fiiot'és. ' ' 

You may, then, imagine .the 
combination of horror and hu- 
mor with which I read the ac- 
count of my talk in your paper: 
it sounds like that of an illitera- 
te bigot. I am tolerably accus- 
tomed to being misquoted, I. am 
even used to neophyte student 
reporters. But the account In 
your paper, I regret tp say, is 
either almo.st entirely the in- 
vention of . your reporter, or 
the results of his efforts to un- 
derstand something well beyond 
his usual- interests. 
■ MlsunderstandinKiis;;;ot cour- 
se, simply a human ' liinitation, 
as Is a propensity to error. But

^tory. when the actual material 
can be checHed (in this case, 
from 1 prepared speech), re- 
veal; not only bad reporting but 
also a very«interesting lack of 
common honesty.

Indeed this document arouses 
doubts as to whether ihe frater- 
nities have 'not exceeded their 
function altogether and are, 
nnce more, branching into the 
fields of orilinary life. 

We know, and aiknowledge 
rcvercnlly, that fraternities are 
the stronghold of the collegiate 
elite; and although members 
may modestly disclaim this high 
status, we feci sure that their 
parents, at least,, are justifiably' , 
proud of their "John" being 
popular enough (whieh means 
affable in an imbecile way) to 
gain entrance lo à fraternity. 

But despite the parents' pride, 
we wonder if they are fully awa- 
re that tiieir own homes -are 
frau;;ht with danger.

We, for our part in the .strug- 
gle for' selt-protective superiority, 
will form our own mutual admi- 
ration society; we .shall forbid, 
during Ihe rushing of professors 
and faculty staff, all conversa- 
tion between them and onnselves 
for a period of three weeks.
